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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Chang discloses a depth parameter that will limit the depth of user clicks within a web page. Although, the 
depth may take away the inherent sufring capabilities, the Examiner believes that one of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to set 
the depth to zero if the goal was to limit the pages to only that supplied by the educational authority. The funcionality of Chang would allow 
an authorized user to set this depth parameter. A depth of zero would not destroy the functional capabilities disclosed by Chang since the 
depth parameter can be modified. Bernstein provides an interface that limits the interface of the browser to hide the address bar to prevent 
tampering with the browser software. Given that Chang discloses an educational purpose browser, it would be obvious to prevent students 
from tampering with the browser software. The browser disclosed by Bernstein would still allow the user to peruse the current web page 
and read its contents, but would prevent the user from performing certain actions that are prohibited by the teacher for example. 
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
